Te is not that sutlictent reports havo 
not beon written nor surveys mado for new 
works, So Jong ago as 1893, Mr Cooper, 
who, whutevor his shortcomings may have 
been, had certainly a elear grasp of the sit- 
gation as regards our water supply, warn- 
ed the Colony against the mistiken idca 
that the supply from tho ‘big resorveir at 
Tytam' was inoxhnustible, Thon again, 
alter recurring water famines: and the 
exceptional one of 1895 had brought about 
a public agitation, tho wholo question wats 
considered by Mr Cooper in an able and 
exhaustive report dated May, 1895. But 
what has been duno? Wo find that only 
the works shown.to_be_necossary for what 
were then the presont requirements have 
been completed, and it is only now after 
tive years that what wore. then tho future, 
but are now tho present needs, aro being 
considered, and we find in the Uolonial 
Estimates a sum of $40,000 for T'ylam Ro- 
servoir. 

The Government has been blamed for 
granting to Messrs Butterfield and Swire 
tho right to rake their high-level reservoir 
at Quarry Bay. But would the Govorn- 
ment have done anything with the site? 
Jadging from their action or wagt of action 
iu tho matter, it seems to us that if the site 
had not been granted to Messrs Butterfield 
and Swire the only result would have been 
that the works of that firm would have 
been crippled while the public supply 
would not have been increased. But we 
have now a much larger question to face 
than appearedut ull probable at the time 
Mr Cooper's report waa writton five years 
ago, It is now proposed undor MrChater's 
Praya East. Reclamation Scheme to provide 
ground for on increase to the population of 
150,000. The water supply to tho City 
and Hill District is given in the D. P. W.'a 
report for 1899 as 3,183,000 gallons a 
day, or at the rate of 16.8 gallons 
per head per day. The . additional 
150,000 at this frate will requiro a 
further 2,370,000 gallons, making a total 
of 54 million gallons a day. Now, it 
has been shown in Mr Cooper's Report, 
abovo quoted, that 4 million gallons a day 
only can be obtained by gravitation from 
the prosent eatchmont sreas, andto pro- 
vide the additional 14 millions ye. must 
therefore either have recourse to pumping 
or go to the New Territory—both very 
costly undertakings. There is, however, 
snother solution of the difficulty, which 
has been put forward before and vhich we 
hold to be the best one, viz., that the 
water in the native quarters should be sup- 
plied by means of strect fountains instead |

HONGKONG PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


An Amusing Letter. 

The following curious lotter is aent to us. 
by Mr H. 2. Pollock, K.C., Hon. Secretary 
of the Hongkong Pablic Library :— ~ 

London (Eng.), February 1%, 1991.

The next day I visited the 
exquisite Gardens and pretended te con- 
noisseur the exotic herbs and blooming 
flower, while the gay birds of China dis- 
coureed Oriental music in_a_ wilderness 
composed of plants gathered from 10,000 
miles away, I sometimes take o pocket 
edition of some author along, and when my 
whim leads ma to some sequestered spot I 
lie down in the green pasture, beside the 
still water, and hold sweet eonverma with 
antique sage or modern sophist. . I took a 
settea beneath aspreading tree, and felt for 
my book. I found Xenophon! I was eo 
hypnotized ‘by his style in the Library T put 
him in my pocket by force of habit.

London, March _ 6.—Tho Boers have 
orcupied Peurston, 42 miles, west. of 
Somoract Eaat, in Contral Capo Colony. 
Commandant Van Reenen, with 500 men, 
haslangered at Diep Kloof, near Colosberg. 

Match 6: Commandant de Wot and Mr 
Steyn, with 500 men, looted every shop 


in Petrusvillo on February 24, and smashed 
the telegraph instruments. Commandants 
Hertzog and Brand, with 3000 men, on 
February 26, destroyed private property 
at Petrusville and sjamboked sevoral 
whites. . Colonel Thorneyeroft, with 700 
men, atrived in the town as the Boorse wore 
leaving. He chased und. sholled their 
rearguard. we - 

Further patticulars have beon recoived 
of the gallant manner in which Cuptain 
J. 0. Marker, of tho Coldstream Guards, 
and Privates Shechan, O'Brien, and Greon, 
of the Victorian Mounted Riffer, captured 
the artillery of tho Boork—a 15 puunder 
and a pom-pom—in tle charge on thei 
longer near Kameldrift, during the pursu 
of Commandant ‘de Wet on Fobruary 
When tha Victorians saw the enomy’s two 
guns their horses were so fagged that it was 
difficult to foree them inte a trot, The 
Boers pointed the 15-pounder at tho British 
and raumed home a shell. The purstierr, 
however, unfulteringly charged, aud Cap- 
tain Marker closed with the gunners hefure 
tha cartridge was inserted, The two guns 
were thoreupun abandoued by the enemy. 
The enevyny were. so demoralised by tha 
charge on the Inger that Captain Tivey of 
the Victorian Forces, with only 60. men, 
pursued 3000 Boers for several niles. 

A-nunber of Mafeking rebels hava been 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment. 
A farmor was fined £200, with tho alterna- 
native of two yoars’ imprisonmont, for har- 
houring rebels. 

Kitchener has mancuvred his men 50 
that he can now execute a grand driving 
movement from the Orange River Colony. 
His forces now form a# crescent, and he 
proposes driving the Boers ina north 
eaalerly direction towards the coast. 

March 7.—Lioutenant-Gonoral French is 
oxperiencing fearful weather, and it is 
dilticult to forward convoys to the troops, 
considerably delaying the transport of 
forage. Malan’s Scouts tried to derail a 
train at Brojespnort, but were prevented 
by Australians abuard. Eight companies 
of infantry and cyclist volunteers are anroll- 
ing in Great, Britain for service in South 
Africa, A regiment of Metropolitan 
Mounted Rifles is being enrolled from 
among the Lundon Volunteers. 

In viow of the manner of the escape of 
Commuandent de Wet, and of bis: tactics 
tight through the war, it is felt in somo 
quartera that greater discretion and initia- 
tive ought te be allowed to commanders on 
the spot, innsmuch as it is impossible to 
wire orders to the commanders from hend- 
quarters, Commandent do Wet usually 
outpaces the fastest British column by tive 
milos a day, and unless a commander strikes 
the Boer rearguard’ iinmediately it is impos- 
sible to maintain contact. with~the .oncmy, 

Particulars of the capture of 30 Boers by 
Captain: J. Dallimore, of the Victorian 
Bushmen, and 15 of his men on Friday Jast, 
show that tho Victorians, who were attach- 
ed to Colonel Honnikor’s column, recon- 
hoitred 8 party of Boers who were trying to 
intercept Nesbitt’s Horso-at the junction of 
the Zeekvo aud Orange Rivers. 

Captain Dallimore at nightfall stampeded 
the Boers’ horses, and surrounded 30 Boers 


whom he awakened at dawn by firing a’ 


volley sinong them, The Boors, realiving 
that they wero without horses, ‘took cover 
and fought for half an hour. Captain Dalli- 
more then threatened to ase a big gun, 
whereupon the Boers surrendered. The 
enomy were greatly chagtined at the fow- 
bess of their captors
